He fbng has had a fleet 
of invasion barges ready for such 
an attempt, and apart from water 
transport he could move troops and 
equipment by air. 
He could spare troop# from the 
Russian theater, lf necessary, by 
performing a bolding operation 
there. Many readers will remem 
ber bow old Kaiser Wilhelm shut­ 
tled troops back and forth across 
Europe during the First World war 
when be was fighting on two 
fronts. 
Undtr such circumstances Hitler 
might succeed end lf he smashed 
Britain he presumably would be 
able to defend Europe indefinitely 
against all comers. 
Military experts are agreed that 
had the Nazi fuehrer tried invasion 
at the time o£ the Dunkerque dis 
atter, be probably would have end 
ed the war then and there, for Brit­ 
ain was all but defenseless. He 
knows that now and isn’t likely to 
let another chance slip through 
hit fingers. 
Even at its best, the establish­ 
ment of a second front is going to 
be a costly affair. 
You can’t put half a million, or 
maybe a million, men ashore in 
the face of heavy defense without 
heavy sacrifice.

LONDON, July 27—Sir Stafford 
Cripps, whoso independence mis­ 
sion to India failed last spring:. Sun­ 
day criticised Mohandas K. Gand­ 
hi’s 
stand 
for immediate with­ 
drawal of the British rule from 
India and declared the actions of 
a “visionary” must not be allowed 
to thwart the United Nations’ drive 
for victory in the East. 
With threatened mass civil diso­ 
bedience measures Sponsored by 
Gandhi expected to receive the 
approval of the All-India Congress 
party Aug. 7 and the whole issue 
heading toward a climax, Sir Staf­ 
ford told Americans that “your 
sons as well as ours are helping to 
defend India and wage war against 
the Japanese. 
’Must Defend India* 
“Tour policy as well as ours is to 
defend India.” 
The issue is too grave and too 
t for the whole world,” Sir 
tafford said in a broadcast direct­ 
ed especially to the United States. 
“American, Chinese, Indian and 
British soldiers most not be sacri­ 
ficed in the gallant struggle for the 
liberty of the world by a political 
party maneuvering in India or any 
other country. It is the interest 
of India that is at stake as well as 
that of China, Britain and the 
United States.”

Churchill in the house of com­ 
mons, asserted that Gandhi, “un­ 
prepared to wait (for freedom after 
the war) rather would jeopard ixe 
the freedom and the whole cause

‘Victory Must Come First* 
“He threatens extremes of pres­ 
sure in this most difficult hour to 
win political power for his own 
party (the All-India Congress par­ 
ty),” Sir Stafford continued. 
"He may gain a measure of sup­ 
port for his mass disobedience but, 
for the sake of India as well as 
for the cause of the United Na­ 
tions, it will be our duty to insist 
on keeping India as a safe and 
orderly base for our joint opera­ 
tions against the Japanese. 
"Whatever steps are necessary 
for this end. we must Uke fearless­ 
ly. Once victory is gained, India 
has been offered complete freedom 
to 
provide 
whatever 
way 
she 
chooses for her own self-govern­ 
ment. But that victory first must 
be gained.”

THIS WEEK there will be a little 
tragedy in the sky. Tonight 
the moon will be full aud brilliant, 
even more than usual because just 
yesterday, it was as near to the 
earth as it comes (223,800 miles). 
Just one night after full moon, 
on Tuesday, the Delta Aquarid Me­ 
teor shower will take place. This 
annual event, which usually brings 
about 20 meteors per hour (“shoot­ 
ing stars” to many people) un­ 
fortunately will have to pass al­ 
most unnoticed. 
Tbs great flood of moonlight will 
make all but the brightest meteors 
invisible, just as the sun blots out 
the stars in tbe daytime. 
Nevertheless, it might pay to 
watch the sky. Many meteors have 
been seen at the time of full moon, 
and one that would thus be visible 
in all probability would be well 
worth noting.

Showdown 
« T'HE decitioQ oi “Little Steel” to b e honest Ab out 
its feellDge in the case recently eettled b y the 
War Lab or Board is sound. Nothing would b e gained 
b y trying to kid the pub lic that the lab or b oard’e 
mllng made everything all right b etween "Little 
Steel" management and the union strategists who 
have worked on that hard front so long. The con- 
trorersy has b een too b itter too sweeten with ap­ 
peasement 
Putting it as b riefly as possib le, "Little Steel” 
management wants the government to know that 
production will b e continued under protest It has 
not eorrendered; It is merely poitponlng a ehow- 
down, b ecause fliwt things come first and the first 
thing is war prminction. 
Thus does on* more industrial group get b lack­ 
jacked into practices it doesn't b elieve in, practices 
Ite employes know are only tolerated, not supported. 
It remains to b e seen whether there ever wUl b e a 
showdown, though. United States Steel, the Ford 
Co„ General Motors—all the dozens of industrial 
enterprises that have had to go against their prin­ 
ciples to meet the demands of union leaders— 
prob ab ly are hoping for a showdown some day too, 
vrmk though they haven’t b een eo candid ab out it. 
The fact of the matter la that b y agreeing to do 
what they insisted they did not b elieve in doing; 
namely, maintaining union control over employes 
b y collecting dues and upholding the union theory 
that all workmen should Join the same organization 
whether they want to or not, the employer! have 
•urrendered. In wartime, of course, they could not 
do anything else, b ut the fact remains that b y 
forcing them to act against their principles to 
maintain production the government has taken llb er- 
tlee with ceruin principles of Its own operation 
more important to the United States than the check­ 
off and other technicalities of union operation. 


Adv antage To The Japanese 


q ANDWICHED in among reports of Russia’s critical 
situation Is news of a new advanced b ase estab ­ 
lished b y th* Japanese in New Guinea. There is 
no QuesUon ab out the advantage gained; it is all 
on the side of the JapanMe. They have increased 
th* danger to the Allied b ase at Port Moresb y and 
decreased the danger to their own b ases In New 
Guinea, 


Meanwhile, the Japanese advanced b ases in the 
Aleutian islands continue to stand and there are 
reasonab ly well-estab lished reports of additional 
Naii divisions b eing withdrawn from the possib le 
invasion areas of Europe for service on the Russian 
front. These reports might b e feelers, b ut prob ab ly 
they are not. 


Prob ab ly the Ax is is acting on an assumption that 
no one in the antl-Ax ls b loc wants to make: That 
the United Nations will not conduct an offensive this 
summer. Ax is strategists could b e wrong, b ut at 
least their view is ob jective. They can see more 
plainly than the wishful thinkers perhaps that the 
United Nations still are not an offensive threat. 
Not only does our side ^ck the concentrations of 
material needed to launch offensive movements, 
b ut there continues to b e much evidence that they 
lack the grand strategy, the dynamic will and the 
central leadership—essentials that cannot b e turned 
out on production lines. 


They Call It A Controv ersy 
pREDICTIONS ab out the future of air transporta­ 
tion have b een a dime a dozen for at least 20 
years, and ever since the ocean-spanning plane b e­ 
came a reality they have b een a little leas than that. 
It Is hard to understand why the contfoversy tag 
should b e pinned on a proposal b y one shipb uilder; 
therefore, to convert parts of the country’s ship­ 
b uilding capacity to construction of large flying 
b oats. 


There can b e no controversy, ex cept as friction 
may arise b etween selfish interests. Since the ship­ 
b uilding capacity to b e diverted to flying b oat con­ 
struction cannot b e used at present anyway, due to 
lack of steel, there would b e no sacrifice. The thing 
the United States must do to win the war—the first 
thing—is to b reak the sub marine b lockade b eing 
maintained against it b y Germany. 
A comb ination of b etter protection tor surface 
shipping plus whatever other means may come to 
hand will do the trick. The likeliest of the other 
means at the moment Is the freight-carrying air­ 
plane. It is b eyond any âoub t one of the facilities of 
the future; it is already estab lished in the present. 
All that’s proposed now is to realize its potentialities 
now, instead of waiting till tomorrow. 
Under the circumstances, the pub lic can’t b e ex ­ 
pected to b e patient with a “controversy” in Wash­ 
ington. It would b e too much like the already ex ist­ 
ing "controversy” over who is going to make syn­ 
thetic rub b er, when all the pub lic wants is synthetic 
rub b er.

Must Giv e Attention To Distribution Of Materials

I 
T is not a mere coincidence that 
Mr. Nelson. Mr, Henderson and 
Mr. McNutt all have arrived to­ 
gether at the end of their honey­ 
moon period. 
Mr. Nelson now ha* more capa­ 
city to manufacture munitions than 
he Is ab le to supply with material. 
Mr. Henderson b as more civilian 
consumers in the market for goods 
than there are goods availab le as 
Irreplaceab le stocks on hand are 
used up. 
Just around the nex t corner, b ut 
already plainly In sight, Mr. Mc­ 
Nutt has the army and navy and 
merchant marines and the war In­ 
dustries and agriculture and min­ 
ing needing more men, needing 
more skilled men than ever are 
availab le wkere they are wanted 
when they are wanted. 
None of these things was unex ­ 
pected, and they long have b een 
predicted. It always has b een Evi­ 
dent that as we succeeded In mo­ 
b ilizing for war we should find 
that there was not enough of 
everything for everything: 
That 
the armed services would have to 
design task forces for this war and 
not a universal 
army-navy air 
force, and cargo fleet for all con­ 
ceivab le wars. 
It also has b een evident that 
even if the cost of living was 
frozen, the kind of living that 
money can b uy would have to b e 
stripped of most lux uries, many 
conveniences and some supposed 
necessities. 
It also has b een evident that 
more manpower and womanpower 
would b e needed than would turn 
up where they were needed b y re­ 
lying on the ex isting draft, on 
volunteering and on the ordinary 
lab or market, 


l y E now have reached the point 
» V where the things which were 
predicted actually have to b e dealt 
with. 
The Higgins contract has b een 
canceled and Mr. Nelson is shut­ 
ting down or slowing down cer­ 
tain arsenals. There is a l 0 (» lised, 
and perhaps temporary, shortage 
of b eef, and some of Mr. Hender­ 
son’s ceilings are cracked. The 
manpower prob lem is b eginning 
to cook. 
The real q uestion Is whether we 
are prepared to deal with these 
prob lems of scarcity that were fore­ 
seen and predicted. 
The answer must b e that we are 
not prepared, and I venture to sug­ 
gest that the main reason why we 
are not prepared is that we are 
trying to deal Indirectly with the 
fringes of these q uestions. We are 
wasting 
time and fraying our 
nerves over incidental controver­ 
sies ab out prtorties, ceilings and 
small items of tax ation when we 
should b e organising the direct 
controls which are indispensab le 
undunavoidab le in a mob lUaation 
for total war. 
T 
hus Mt. Nelson has promoted 
the conversion of industry with 
great success. But he now will b e 
in difficulties b ecause he did not 
listen goon enough and attentively 
enough to those who told him that 
he must take control of the sup­ 
plies of all critical materials; that 
he not only must allocate them 
b ut actually organize their flow 
from the mines to the shipyards 
and arsenals. 
Perhaps progress Is b eing made. 
But only a few weeks ago It was 
the b elief of many that the War 
Production Board had no system 
of knowing, ex cept in the crudest 
and most general fashion, where 
the supplies of steel actually were

at any particular time and whether 
in fact they were b eing used as 
received, or hoarded in one place 
while elsewhere machines and men 
stood idle. 
Yet the organized control of the 
flow of materials Is Mr, Nelson’s 
primary task. Until it Is instituted, 
he cannot know whether the short­ 
ages are real or accidental, and he 
cannot play his part effectively 
in forcing the army and navy and 
merchant marine to cut their coats 
to fit the cloth. 
The decline of Mr. Nelson’s 
authority as against the armed 
services—a matter which Mr. Ar­ 
thur Krock ha* Just reported— 
is in great part the conseq uence, 
I b elieve, of the fact that the 
army and navy have known more 
clearly what they wanted than Mr. 
Nelson b as known what he could 
provide. 
The reason he has not known is 
that he has b een too slow to use 
his authority to organize a direct 
control over critical materials. 


R. HENDERSON, I b elieve, Is 
making a similar mistake when 
he places his whole emphasis on 
the maintenance of b is price ceil­ 
ings, and encourages people to 
watch 
them 
b reathlessly 
and 
nervously. It is a waste of time 
and a diversion of interest to let 
the pub lic think that on the pres­ 
ervation of inflex ib le celling# it 
depends whether we have ‘Tnfla- 
tlon" or do not have It. 
Mr. Henderson’s real prob lem In 
the time to oome will b e the ra­ 
tioning of goods that are soarce 
and the guaranteeing of the necee- 
saries of life to every one. Mr. 
Henderson 
cannot 
keep 
prices 
level b y ceilings even if wage and 
farm prices were frozen, and even 
if the tax b ill were raised to the 
heroic level of Canada. 
There still would b e vast re­ 
serves of purchasing power, from 
old savings and from war wages 
and salaries, which would press 
the 
markets 
where 
goods 
are 
scarce. And even If Mr. Hender­ 
son keeps the ceilings intact, the 
acute prob lem still will b e, as any­ 
one can see In the case of tires, 
how to divide fairly a very small 
supply, and not what is to b e the 
price of what people are allowed to 
b uy. 
The 
q uicker 
Mr. 
Henderson 
changes his emphasis so that he 
fix es attention on the need to get 
ready for rationing, the b etter pre­ 
pared he will b e for what is sure­ 
ly oomlug. 
The first system of gasoline ra­ 
tioning in the Eastern states was 
a fumb le; The new system looks 
much more promising. 
To make it work, to get ready to 
apply It to other things, is the 
constructive and forehanded way 
to make ready for the impending 
"Inflation” when consumer goods 
b ecome scarce. 


'T'HIS b eing a war economy, it 
A 
may b e eald that in general 
we talk too much ab out money 
and think too little ab out things. 
It Is things which matter most, 
not the wage rates and the the­ 
oretical prices and the papar pro­ 
fits, b ut the actual goods and b ow 
to get them effectively to the 
armed services, and how to dis­ 
trib ute fairly what is left for the 
rest of us. 
And so if we learned to look at 
these prob lems more concretely 
and directly, rather than indirect­ 
ly and In terms of money, we 
could save ourselves many use­ 
less disputes now and many head­ 
aches later.

OUR secretary of state, Cordell 
Hull, made a speech the other 
night (July 23. 1942) that prob ab ly 
will b e mentioned In some of your 
tex tb ooks. At least it seems rea­ 
sonab le to suppose that when they 
look around for a comprehensive 
statement of the United Nations 
side of the Second World war Mr. 
Hull's speech will get the nod. 
There are a few things ab out 
the speech you should 
know— 
things that may not b e easy to 
find out later on. Flr.st, ab out Mr. 
Hull— 
As secretary of state, he hasn't 
b een sensational. For a long time 
he was little more than a name 
In the cab inet. But he had some­ 
thing. Integrity. He also had pa­ 
tience. He b elieved that ultimately 
there was a lot of good to b e done 
in the field of International rela­ 
tions b y putting into effect the 
ex perience 
this 
country 
gained 
for Itself b y operating the economic 
federation on which its political 
federation was founded. 
, A lot of people mad© fun of 
him. b ut a lot of people b elieved 
in him. Because he had integrity, 
the b elieving people soon outnum­ 
b ered the unb elieving people. 
That's why we paid close atten­ 
tion to his remarks In 1942; that’s 
why you prob ab ly will have a 
speaking acq uaintance with his re­ 
marks In 2042. 
'Then ab out freedom— 
You’ll have the advantage of 
knowing how the struggle for free­ 
dom that ociyirred in our time 
turned out. In 1942 we can’t b e 
sure. It seemed reasonab ly cer­ 
tain in our time that the despots 
would get their ears knocked off, 
b ut it was a gamb le. The despots 
were b etter organized than the 
victims of their plot to get con­ 
trol of the world and run things 
thereafter b y terrorism. And there 
was another 
thing that helped 
them. too. 
When the war b egan the people 
marked for sub jugation were a 
little more than half asleep. They 
were taken b y surprise. They were 
confused. They didn’t know how to 
work together. In a word, they 
were out of practice as fighters 
and the result was a mess. It was 


easy to b ecome discouraged. They 
had to fight two b attles at once, 
first with themselves, then with 
the common enemy. 
They didn’t realize that what 
they were doing amounted to ham­ 
mering out a new concept of free­ 
dom at the point of a gun. Free­ 
dom isn’t something static, that can 
b e chiseled on a stone like a lot 
of hieroglyphics that will b e just 
the same forever afterward; it is 
a changing process, like transpor­ 
tation. 
Yesterday, 
transportation 
was a-horse and a cart; In our 
time it is Internal comb ustion en­ 
gines in automob iles, airplanes: In 
your time It may b e rocket ships 
and a handful of disintegrated 
atoms. 
But gradually they b egan to catch 
on to the trend of events. They 
were forming, as Mr. Hull pointed 
out, a kind of international coall- 
tion dedicated to the proposition 
that In the war and In the peace 
after the war there could b e co­ 
operation and common sacrifice in 
the cause of a new concept of in­ 
ternational security b ased on tol­ 
erance, goodwill and ordinary com­ 
mon sense. 
“This latest assault on human 
freedom." Mr, Hull said, "Is in a 
profound sense a searching test 
for nations and for Individuals. 
There is no surer w'ay for men 
and for nations to show themselves 
unworthy of lib erty than, b y supine 
sub mission and refusal to fight, to 
render more difficult the task of 
those who are fighting for the 
preservation of human freedom— 
unless It b e to align themselves 
freely and voluntarily, with the de­ 
stroyers of lib erty.” 
That made sense to us In 1942. 
If in 2042 or thereab outs you are 
privileged to read it openly, with­ 
out 
worrying ab out 
the conse­ 
q uences of b eing caught in sedi­ 
tious activity b y a despot's stooge, 
you’ll know why.

O MATTER what other little 
niche Henry A. Wallace gets In 
the b all of fame, he’ll go down as 
the tie-b reaklngest vice president 
thli country ever has had. 
The "97th senator”— as the V-P. 
ie sometimes called can vote only ! 
in case of a tie. Some vice presl-1 
dents never have had an oppor 
-1 
tunlty to toss in their deadlock-' 
b reaking aye or nay. 
Vice President Garner, for In­ 
stance, stuck around eight years 
with only one chance to knock the j 
b ottom out of a tie vote. But In 
some 20 months In office, Mr, Wal- 
lace hae cast his vote In the senate 
five times. That may not b e the j 
160-year-old record. But senate his-1 
torlans think it is. 
M 
r . WALLACE made a very 
poor start as a tie-b reaker. 
When his first opportunity came 
last year, he was out having lunch. 
It wae a measure important to the 
administration, too. But the b oys 


fix ed it up. They reconsidered. And 
on the second vote. Wallace was in 
the chair. 
That reconsideration saved him 
from falling into the class with 
Vice President Curtis, The latter 
once had his chance to b reak a tie 
on an administration favored b ill 
—b ut couldn’t b e found. He was 
taking a nap—a real one. 
Several weeks ago the senate 
considered the b ill to kill the 
civilian conservation corps. The 
vote was 50-50 again, and Wallace 
stepped in to save the CCC tem­ 
porarily at least. It wasn’t his fault 
that it was knocked out aftei-ward 
in an house-senate committee con­ 
ference. 
By the time the vote came up 
recently on whether the senate 
should have the right to confirm 
all office of civilian defense em­ 
ployes earning more than |4,500 a 
year, the vice president was a 
veteran at b usting up the legisla­ 
tive b all game. 
* He knocked the b all out of the 
park, leaving the OCD to do its 


upper b racket hiring without sena­ 
torial interference. 
H 
e could have rested on his 
laurels there, b ut It was only 
a few days later that the senate 
split, 30 to 30, on a vote which 
would have rub b ed out the Florida 
b arge canal. His vote was for it. 
There was only one difficulty 
here, the vote was on a motion to 
amend, which, like some other 
votes, loses In case of a tie. At that 
point the canal didn’t need saving 
—it already had b een—b ut the 
V.-P, got in his say anyway. 
The epidemic of tie votes, ac­ 
cording to some senate ancients, is 
the result of the b reakdown In 
party lines. Only on rare occasicms 
these days do the memb ers of 
either b ouse vote strictly along 
party lines. Repub licans often vote 
with the administration and there’s 
hardly a b allot when the Demo­ 
cratic side of b oth chamb ers is 
sprinkled generously with votes 
against admlnistitition measures.

e w YORK—While Allied lead­ 
ers discuss the prob lem of di­ 
versionary attacks to ease Nazi 
pressure on the emb attled Russian 
armies, there Is a continuing possi­ 
b ility that the Russians will face a 
new front in Asia even b efore Brit­ 
ain and the United States can open 
up any sort of second front In 
western Europe. 
Japan is b elieved to have upward 
of 600,000 troops (some sources 
estimate as many as 750,000) sta­ 
tioned In Manchukuo and easily 
accessib le parts of northern China. 
A strong proportion of the Japa­ 
nese air force also is b ased in Man­ 
chukuo, 
according to 
the 
b est 
availab le Information, with addi­ 
tional 
facilities—air fields, 
fuel 
supplies, spare parts, repair b ases 
—long since completed so that 
comb at operations could b egin the 
moment the needed ex tra planes 
had b een flown In from China or 
the Japanese home Islands. 
If the Japanese should attack 
Sib eria (and the Aleutian occupa­ 
tion well may have b een a move to 
protect their flank for such an op­ 
eration) there is little likelihood 
that it would b e set in motion, how­ 
ever, b efore late Septemb er or 
early Octob er.

b e,

Along with Vladivostok, the Jap­ 
anese prob ab ly would concentrate 
on occupation of the northern half 
of Sakhalin Island and seizure of

NOTE b y a Ittle pamphlet that has Just come to 
hand that Amon Carter, famous newspsfper pub ­ 
lisher and first footb all fan of Fort Worth, Tex as, 
has b een reelected for his 23rd term fts president 
of the Fort Worth club . 
The cltth that did the reelecting, a social organ* 
iimtion for b usiness gentlemen of Fort Worth, is in 
Umvlnt eopditlon, economically, though of course 
thos* who know Mr. Charter will deem the fact of 
his i*election and the thriving condition mentioned 
as vlrttially synonymous. Anything Mr. O rte r is 
identified with usually thrives. 
I ob serve that the club has metalled an air-cooling 
system at a cost of $150,000, a statement that cause* 
me to reflect on the comfort I might have enjoyed la 
a oouple of my old club « in New York had they b een 
ab le to sunrive the b ig show that struck in 1926 
and carried on into the 30’s. 
It is my conjecture that the Fort Worth club is on* 
of a few survivors (on a scale that permits it to 
keep up with the times) of that era when the club 
social fraternal or b usiness, was a nob le institution 
of our national life; many of them are part of the 
wrsckage of the depression.

HE31E must have b een thousands of club s in the 
United States when the hurricane hit. Many of 
of them had fine b uildings of their own, with swell 
lib raries and dining rooms -end all that b oasted ex ­ 
clusive roeinb ershipB. You had to have gilt-edged 
references and impeccab le b ackground to get in some 
of them. 
Among the club s that flourished prior to the b ig 
b ust were swanky country club s devoted to golf, pro­ 
fessions and (Xiliege club s which req uired degrees. 
Then there were lodge club s and athletic club s 
and b ridge club s. Put them all together and they 
must have represented a total of b illions In invest­ 
ments. 
The decline of the club Immediately followed the 
depression. Most men considered club s a lux ury and 
stopped paying dues. Some were unab le to take up 
their b ack accounts. During the early 30’s, a large 
numb er of club s lost their property to the mortgage 
holders and had either to move to less Impressive 
q uarters or go out of b usiness altogether. 
Those that managed to survive b y taking in mem­ 
b ers they would not have touched with fire tongs 
in pre^tepresslon days had a tough struggle. You 
see, a club Js rkrely self-supporting, especially one 
that maintAin* a dining room. No matter how large 
or how affluent the memb ership, a club req uires ex ­ 
cellent b usiness management to keep afloat even in 
good times. 
C 
LUB memb ership is touchy ab out b eing deprived 
of any conveniences it enjoyed in b etter days. 
In fact, a club memb ership Is touchy, I once had 
something to do with the management of a club , 
so I know. Not every club can have an Amon Carter 
at Its head for 23 years steering it clear of the 
ahoals. 
I would b e willing to wager there are not half a 
dozen cluib s In the United States that have b een ab le 
to afford the lux ury of a $150,000 cooling system or 
of any other improvement approx imating that figure 
in 10 years. Most of them remain In old q uarters that 
once impressed as grand and gay b ut that now seems 
gloomy caverns. The war has enlivened them to some 
ex tent b ecause most club s now give privilege« to 
servicemen, who gladly take advantage of them and 
lend a little ex citement to the soene, b ut In general 
the average club is not what it used to b e, and never 
will b e again unless we can dig up enough Amon 
Carters to go around.

The nex t 
time he stays where he is, until someone nex t door 
yells that his telephone is ringing. Then he arrives 
too late. 
Washing and ironing have b een sure-fire ways 
to produce telephone calls ever since the first tele­ 
phones were Installed. They are not ordinary calls, 
furthermore, b ut from close friends and others who 
cannot b e cut off short. They resemb le the annoy­ 
ance caused b y doorb ells. 
Taking a nap is such a well estab lished provoca­ 
tion for telephone calls that it has opened the way 
for installation of b edside telephones. The nap al­ 
ways is Interrupted Just as It is getting well started. 
The disturb ed party may lift the lustrument, mur­ 
mur that the liijp Is out of order, and try to get b ack 
to sleep, b ut the damage has b een done. 
Painting on the top of a stepladder Is an ex cellent 
way to find out whether a telephone is In order. It 
will take several minutes to dispose of the wet 
b rush, wipe the hands and reach the telephone. This 
time may b e shortened b y omitting wiping the hands. 
They may as well b e wiped, however, b ecause it 
will turn out to b e a wrong numb er. 
Best way to get telephonic results is to b egin 
moping and scrub b ing projects where the person 
wanted on the telephone can’t get there without 
tracking the floors. But Just let a telephone sub ­ 
scrib er sit b y the telephone and wait for someone 
to call and there won’t b e a peep out of the thing 
for years mayb e. 


The Science Corner

Q.—Does everyone receive vitamin K in the foods 
he eats? 
A.—It is q uite an important vitamin, since It makes 
possib le the normal clotting of our b lood whenever 
we have b een injured. Vitamin K is found in a wide 
variety of our everyday foods, some of which are 
liver, egg yolks, rice, b ran, carrot tops, tomatoes, 
cauliflower and q ab b age. 


Q.—What will dissolve cellophane? 
A.—Cellophane does not dissolve In any of the 
nsuel organic solvents, b ut It will dissolve in any­ 
thing that is a solvent for paper. Some of the paper 
solvents are zinc chloride solution, or cupram- 
monium solution, or caustic soda and carb on dlsul- 
phMe. 


Q.—How far is It possib le for one to see with the 
naked eye? 
A.—On a clear day, we can see across the ground 
as far as the horizon. And, of course, the higher the 
point of ob servation from the ground, the more dis­ 
tant the horizon. 


Q.—Why do not the sun’s rays warm the glass as 
they pass through it? 
A.—Glass allows the sun’s rays to pass througrh it 
almost unimpeded. And thus it receives little warm­ 
th from those radiant rays of b eat as they pass 
through it. Air is another sub stance that allows the 
sun’s rays to pass through it in the same way. Sub ­ 
stances which do not allow heat to pass through 
them BO readily are warmed b y the radiant heat rays 
that strike them and are said to b e "opaq ue to heat".

It remains to be semi whether there ever will be a 
showdown, though. United States Steel, the Ford 
Co* General Motors—all the dosens of Industrial 
enterprises that have had to go against their prin­ 
ciples to meet the demands of union leaders— 
probably are hoping for a showdown some day too, 
•von though they haven’t been so candid about It 
The fact of tho matter Is that by agreeing to do 
what they Insisted they did not believe in doing; 
namely, maintaining onion control over employes 
by collecting dues and upholding tho union theory 
that all workman should join the same organisation 
whither they want to or n ot the employers have 
•urrendered. In wartime, of course, they could not 
do scything else, but the fact remains that by 
forcing them to act against their principles to 
maintain production the government has taken liber­ 
ties with certain principles of Its own operation 
more important to the United States than the check­ 
off and other technicalities of union operation.

Advantage To The Japanese 
qANDWICHED in among reports of Russia’s critical 
situation Is news of a new advanced base estab 
fished by the Japanese In New Guinea. There Is 
no Question about th# advantage gained; It Is all 
on tho ald# of tho Japanese. They bava increased 
tho danger to the Allied base at Port Moresby and 
decreased the danger to tbelr own bases in New 
Guinea. 


Meanwhile, the Japanese advanced bases in the 
Aleutian islands continue to stand and there are 
reasonably well-established reports of additional 
Natl divisions being withdrawn from the possible 
Invasion areas of Europe for service on the Russian 
front These reports might be feelers, but probably 
they are not 


Probably the Axis Is acting on an assumption that 
no one In the antl-Axls bloc wants to make: That 
tho United Nations will not conduct an offensive this 
summer. Axis strategists could be wrong, but at 
least their view is objective. They can see more 
plainly than the wishful thinkers perhaps that the 
.United Nations still are not an offensive threat. 
Not only does our side lack the concentrations of 
material needed to launch offensive movements, 
but there continues to be much evidence that they 
lack the grand strategy, the dynamic will and the 
central leadership—essentials that cannot be turned 
out on prodnction lines. 


IT Is not a m ere coincidence that 
Mr. Nelson. Mr. Henderson and 
Mr. McNutt all have arrived to­ 
gether at the end of their honey 
moon period. 
Mr. Nelson now has more capa 
city to m anufacture munitions than 
he is able to supply with material. 
Mr. Henderson bas more civilian 
consumers in the m arket for goods 
than there are goods available as 
Irreplaceable stocks on hand are 
used up. 
Just around the next corner, but 
already plainly In sight, Mr. Mc 
N utt bas the arm y and navy and 
m erchant m arines and the war In­ 
dustries and agriculture and min­ 
ing needing more men, needing 
more skilled men than ever are 
available where they are wanted 
when they are wanted. 
None of these things was unex­ 
pected, and they long have been 
predicted. It always has been evi­ 
dent that as we succeeded In mo­ 
bilizing for war we should find 
that there was not enough 
of 
everything for everything: 
That 
the armed services would have to 
design task forces for this war and 
not a 
universal 
army-navy 
air 
force, and cargo fleet for all con­ 
ceivable ware. 
It also has been evident that 
even if the cost of living wag 
frozen, the kind of living that 
money can buy would have to be 
■tripped of most luxuries, many 
conveniences and some supposed 
necessltiec. 
It also has been evident that 
more manpower and womanpower 
would be needed than would turn 
up where they were needed by re­ 
lying on the existing draft, on 
volunteering and on the ordinary 
labor m arket. 
W 
E now have reached the point 
where the things which were 
predicted actually have to be dealt 
with. 
The Higgins contract has been 
canceled and Mr. Nelson Is shut­ 
ting down or slowing down cer­ 
tain arsenals. There is a localised, 
end perhaps temporary, shortage 
of beef, and some of Mr. Hender­ 
son’s ceilings are cracked. 
The 
manpower problem Is 
beginning 
to cook. 
The real question Is whether we 
are prepared to deal with these 
problems of scarcity that were fore­ 
seen and predicted. 
The answ er must be that we are 
not prepared, and I venture to sug­ 
gest that the main reason why we 
are not prepared is th a t we are 
trying to deal indirectly with the 
fringes of these q uesting. We are 
wasting 
time and 
fraying our 
nerves over Incidental controver­ 
sies about prlorties, ceilings and 
■mall items of taxation when we 
should be organising the direct 
controls which are Indispensable 
undunavoidable In a mobilisation 
for total war. 


THUS Mr. Nelson bas promoted 
the conversion of Industry with 
great success. But be now will be 
In difficulties because be did not 
listen soon enough and attentively 
enough to those who told him that 
he must take control of the sup­ 
plies of all critical m aterials; that 
he not only must allocate them 
but actually organize their flow 
from the mines to the shipyards 
and arsenals. 
Perhaps progress is being made. 
But only a few weeks ago it was 
the belief of many that the W ar 
Production Board had no system 
of knowing, except In the crudest 
and most general fashion, where 
the supplies of steel actually were 


at any particular time and w hether j 
in fact they were being used as 
received, or boarded in one place 
while elsewhere machines and men 
stood J die. 
Yet the organised control of the 
flow of m aterials is Mr. Nelson’s 
prim ary task. Until It Is Instituted, 
he cannot know w hether the short­ 
ages are real or accidental, and he 
cannot play his part effectively 
In forcing the arm y and navy and 
m erchant marine to cut their coats 
to fit the cloth.

thur Krock has just reported— ; 
is In great part the consequence, 
I believe, of the fact th at the 
arm y and navy have known more 
clearly what they wanted than Mr.

The reason he bae not known is 
that he bae been too slow to use 
bis authority to organise a direct 
control over critical m aterials.

R. HENDERSON, I believe, is

The Science Corner 
By L. A. HAWKINS 
Q.—Does everyone receive vitamin K in the foods 
he eats? 
A.—It is quite an im portant vitamin, since it makes 
possible the normal clotting of our blood whenever 
we have been Injured. Vitamin K is found in a wide 
variety of our everyday foods, some of which are 
liver, egg yolks, rice, bran, carrot tops, tomatoes, 
cauliflower and cabbage. 


Q.—W hat will dissolve cellophane? 
A.—Cellophane doe* not dissolve in any of the 
usual organic solvents, but It will dissolve in any­ 
thing that is a solvent for paper. Some of the paper 
solvents are zinc chloride solution, or cupram* 
monium solution, or caustic soda and carbon disul­ 
phide. 


Q-—How far is it possible for one to see with the 
naked eye? 
A- 
On a clear day, we can see across the ground 
ae far as the horlson. And. of course, the higher the 
point of observation from the ground, the more dis­ 
tant the horizon. 


Q.—Why do not the sun’s rays warm the glass as 
they pass through it? 
A.—Glass allows the sun’s rays to pass through It 
almost unimpeded. And thus it receives little warm­ 
th from those radiant rays of heat as they pass 
through it. Air is another substance that allows the 
sun’s rays to pass through it in the same way. Sub­ 
stances which do not allow heat to pase through 
them so readily are warmed by the radiant heat rays 
that strike them and are said to be "opaque to heat”.

war. These three saboteurs are known to have attended the German 
sabotage school in which the eight Nazis now on trial in Washington 
were schooled in their plot to destroy vita! war industries in the 
United States. Below are their descriptions as issued by the FBI;

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Your Tomatoes Hit By Leaf Spot? 
O.S.U. Specialist Gives Advice 


Special Ta The Rceiew. 
COLUMBUS, July 27—Leaf spot diseases of tomatoes are threat­ 
ening serious damage to Ohio's commercial crop and symptoms of the 
diseases are appearing in home gardens. 
Dr. C. C. Allison, specialist in plant pathology at Ohio State univer­ 
sity, says the d am ^e can be reduced or prevented if the plants are 
properly sprayed or dusted with 
copper compounds. 
The disease called early blight 
is the same malady that attacks 
potatoes. The plants’ lower leaves 
usually are attacked first and de­ 
foliation proceeds progressively up­ 
ward. Brown spots with concentric 
rings appear on the leaves, there 
are dark brown cankers on tbs 
stems near the soli line, and the 
tomatoes begin decaying at the 
stem end. 
The other fungus disease pro­ 
duces water-soaked spots on the 
tomato leaves and these spots turn 
black or gray. The spots are rough­ 
ly circular and usually are smaller 
than those caused by early blight. 
Bordeaux mixture or copper lime 
dust both of which are used in 
preventing potato blight are too 
toxic for controlling leaf spot dis­ 
eases of tomatoes. Dr. Allison ad­ 
vises use of a fixed copper dust or 
a fixed copper spray for tomatoes. 
Dr. Allison recommends a 7 per­ 
cent fixed copper dust made by 
mixing of 14 pounds of 50 percent 
fixed copper, 14 pounds bentonite 
or flour, and 72 pounds of talc; 
or, for spraying, a solution of four 
pounds 
fixed 
copper 
and 
four 
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pounds of flour in 100 gallons of 
water. 
Applications of the dust or spray 
should start immediately and be 
repeated every 10 to 14 days, or

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Reporter Describes Bomber's Trip In Fog 
To Drop TNT Eggs On Japs' Aleutian Base 


(This is another of a series of stories by Keith Wheeler, Chi­ 
cago Times correspondent in the Aleutian islands. Wheeler, the 
first accredited correspondent to reach Alaska, was attached to 
the U. 8. fleet and arrived there shortly after the Japanese 
attack on Dutch Harbor June S. The Times supplied the story * 
to the Associated Press for use by newspapers outside of Chicago, 
provided full credit was given the Chicago Times.)

A 
b o a r d f o r t r e s s b o m b e r e n r o u t e f r o m k is k a , June 26 
—Ten minutes ago our bomb doors opened and disgorged two tons 
of dynamite on the Japanese tent city at Kiska island. 
Nine minutes and 45 seconds ago the first bomb struck down 
there under the mist. At two-second intervals the others followed and 
laced through Kiska’s tundra val-*- 
ley. 
The yellow painted 
500-pound 
packages have done their work, 
and by now, one supposes, the liv­ 
ing are counting the dead. 
We are not waiting for that roll 
call. 
Two minutes have passed since 
we broke through the bottom of 
the mile-deep Aleutian fog and now 
we are boring along IO feet off 
the water bound toward our base 
many hundreds of miles away some­ 
where in the Aleutians. 
Thus another bombing raid on 
Kieka comes to as successful a con­ 
clusion as any raid can hope for 
in this world’s worst flying weath­ 
er. 
World Of Unearthly Beauty 
This one attack of many attacks 
began to take form an hour and 
45 minutes ago when the major 
shoveled on the coal and heaved 
the big bomber up out of what had 
until then passed for visibility. 
We roared Into the soup in a 
steady grinding climb and 
for 
seven endless minutes we bored 
through a thick gray nothing with 
no top and no bottom. Then we 
broke through into another world 
of unearthly beauty. 
Below on either side and behind 
lay the billowy top of the fog. so 
blinding white in the sun that it 
burned your eyes. 
Somewhere 
under 
that 
weird 
panorama lay Kiska and on Kiska 
were the men we have come miles 
to kill. 
We climbed, going up where the 
air was thin and cold and rare as 
champagne. 
"There’s your mountains,” the 
whiskery bombardier said, point­ 
ing ahead. 
Jap’s Odd Tactics Cited 
There was Kiska, tucked under 
a hundred-acre blob of cotton. I 
looked at my watch. Two-forty- 
three p. rn. it said. 
The next hour and IO minutes 
were 
busy 
but 
somehow 
your 
hands, having nothing else to do, 
took notes on this odd transaction 
in death. It went like this: 
2:45—The 
navigator 
left 
his 
charts when we started and now 
crouches lovingly over his ma­ 
chine gun in the tear-drop glass 
nose we occupy. He squats sudden­ 
ly 
and 
twists 
the gun 
in 
its 
swivel. 
* 
"Here he comes,” he says quiet­ 
ly. Out there against the white 
cloud a tiny black speck moves. 
It moves fast, growing larger as 
we stare and there is something 
In my throat I can’t swallow. 
2:46—We hold our course and 
on either flank our other planes 
spread out, climb above or drop 
below into attack formation. 
2:47—Th* speck is nearer but 
something’s got into him. He isn’t 
attacking and it requires a mo­ 
ment of incredulous amazement 
to realise what he is doing. He’s 
arar there by himself—stunting. 
It seems like a silly way to fight.

The major offered an explanation 
for the Jap’s odd antics. 
“The guy’s smart,” the major 
said. “He knows his pals down 
there can. hear his 
motor 
but 
they can't see him through the 
soup.

hell of a fight he’s putting up 
Makes a hero of him before he 
starts to fight.” 
2:50—The peak lies below now 
and the Jap is out of sight There’s 
a glimpse of sea northward but the 
bay where the Jap ships lie, if 
they’re still here, is covered sol­ 
idly. There’s the fighter again, 
higher than us and closer than 
before. We’re still climbing and 
the altimeter beside the chart ta­ 
ble says 9,SOO feet nearly two 
miles.

2:55—He vanished again in the 
murk but now he is out and he’s 
gone into another of his silly 
aerial dances.

3:00—The top turret is firing 
over our heads. We can’t see what 
the gunner’s shooting at but it 
must be our playfellow in the 
fighter. The firing stops sudden­ 
ly and the Jap crosses in front 
of us sliding into the soup. He 
must have attacked but we seem 
to be all right. 
3:02—He's coming in again, from 
the front this time. He’s diving 
dead toward us and there’s smoke 
spurting from the front of his 
machine. 
You 
realize 
suddenly, 
with an odd feeling of shock, that 
he’s shooting at us. 
The navigator is scrunched over 
his gun firing back and the pilot 
lifts the nose a little so the bot­ 
tom turret can get at him too. 
There’s a hellish racket in your 
ears. The fighter breaks his run 
suddenly and dives, flirting out of 
sight into a cloud. The young navi­ 
gator turns and grins, lopsidedly. 
"Missed him, dammit,” he says. 
3:05—We’ve been circling steady 
and our playmate is out of sight 
for the moment. Now the skipper 
calls the bombardier on the inter­ 
phone. We’re going down to have 
a look, be says, before we drop 
our bombs. 
We’ve got 
to 
see 
what’s under that fog. This isn't 
the solid stuff we blew through 
coming out. This lies over the 
Island in over-lapping layers. We 
bead for the next hole and go 
rocketing down. 
Jap Comes In Again 
3:06—The upper turret fires a 
quick burst. That little man must 
be back. But we can’t see him. 
3:08—We’re still going down, 
and the top turret fires again. He 
must be attacking each time we 
come in the clear. 
3:12—He 
appears 
ahead, 
mo­ 
mentarily, diving into a cloud and 
the navigator fires quickly. The 
Jap rolls over and vanishes, his 
wings flashing In the sun. 
3:15—Our long glide has carried 
us down to the solid soup and 
we’re 
d i v i n g 
through. 
We’re 
through now and below us are 
broken clouds over Kiska bay. 
We’re below the mountain now. 
3:17—He’s here again. The up­ 
per turret opened on him and 
now he’s in front coming head on. 
He's closer now and the smoke 
puffing from his plane is laced 
with white streams of tracer com­ 
ing our way. 
3:22—He began an attack up 
through a cloud but he didn’t press 
it home. We’re down to 3.200 feet 
and except for bits of fluff we 
have a clear view of the harbor. 
Cruise Back And Forth 
We cruise back and forth in 
figure eights acrose the harbor. 
The anti-aircraft should be coming 
up but it doesn’t. Occasionally we 


see our playmate skipping out at 
one cloud or rolling into another. 
The drifting clouds won’t let us 
get a good look at our work but 
we can see the upended hulk of 
the transport bombed and sunk by 
this plane three days ago. 
There’s another ship in there. 
We had a glimpse of IL anchored 
near the lagoon but we can’t get 
at it this low and we won't be able 
to see it if we go higher. We 
can’t see the tent village but we 
know lt’a there and probably, the 
navigator says, we’ll bomb that on 
a bearing from the peak. 
3:34—We’ve started up again 
through the murk.

3:46—We’re iu a circling dive, 
heaving down under the blanket 
of coup again for the long run 
home.

Our 
guns open up momentarily and we 
see the darting white streaks of 
his tracer again and then he’* 
gone. 
3:50—The major asks the navi­ 
gator for the homeward compass 
setting and the navigator reluc­ 
tantly gives up hie gun end turns 
to the charts. We’re heeding home. 
We’re not there yet. There are 
plenty of dangerous miles ahead, 
but we’re on our way.

COLUMBUS, July 27—When 10,000 Ohio farmers, farm women, 
and older rural youth were asked this year to serve as leaders In 
distributing information quickly to neighbors, the standard reply was, 
“Yes, if I can be of any service. It really seems so little. I wish I could 
do more.” 
The need.for these leaders was apparent early in 1942 when it be­ 
came necessary to save the tire$4------------------------------------------------- 
of county extension agents, exten 
aion specialists from Ohio 6tate 
university, and. moat Important of 
all, those of the farmers. Instead 
of calling township, county, or state 
meetings for the discussion of farm 
problems, Information sheets are 
prepared and sent to the leaders 
who relay them to every family in 
their group. 
J. E. McClintock, extension ed­ 
itor of Ohio State university, says 
the success of this plan astonishes 
everyone. Neighborhood groups had 
seemed 
unimportant 
In 
recent 
years when the automobile, tele­ 
phone, and distant trading centers 
removed the need for group action 
near home. 
In some cases, leaders were not 
sure at first who their neighbors 
were. The district schools,. local 
hall*, and other neighborhood cen­ 
ters had ceased to be meeting 
places. Now, there are neighbor­

Your Tomatoes Hit By Leaf Spot? 
O.S.U. Specialist Gives Advice 


Spacial Ta Tha fUvi.w. 
COLUMBUS, July 27—Leaf spot diseases of tomatoes are threat­ 
ening aerioug damage to Ohio’s commercial crop and symptoms of the 
diseases are appearing In home gardens. 
Dr. C. C. Allison, specialist in plant pathology at Ohio State unlver 
slty, says the damage can be reduced or prevented lf the plants 
are 
properly sprayed or dusted with 
copper compounds. 
The disease called early blight 
Is the same malady that attacks 
potatoes. The plants’ lower leaves 
usually are attacked first and de­ 
foliation proceeds progressively up­ 
ward. Brown spots with concentric 
rings appear on the leaves, there 
are dark brown cankers on the 
stems near the soil line, and tbs 
tomatoes begin decaying at the 
stem end. 
The other fungus disease pro­ 
duces water-soaked spots on the 
tomato leaves and theee spots turn 
black or gray. The spots are rough­ 
ly circular and usually are smaller 
than those caused by early blight. 
Bordeaux mixture or copper lime 
dust both of which ars used in 
preventing potato blight are too 
toxic for controlling leaf spot dis­ 
eases of tomatoes. Dr. Allison ad­ 
vises use of a fixed copper dust or 
a fixed copper spray for tomatoes. 
Dr. Allieon recommends a 7 per­ 
cent fixed copper dust made by 
mixing of 14 pounds of 50 percent 
fixed copper, 14 pounds bentonite 
or flour, and 72 pounds of talc;

Blood Vessels Dilate

temperature and hence cools the 
b iood in the dilated capillaries. 
The fingers and toes have the 
largest amount of capillary ex pan­ 
sion and are very sensitive in re­ 
sponding to changes in the nerv­ 
ous reflex es which cause dilatation 
of the capillaries. Also the fingers 
and toes do not sweat very much 
and hence retain the heat due to 
the dilated capillaries. 
While this has all b een proved 
In very solemn, scientific fashion, 
it seems to me that human b eings 
have instinctively known this for 
a long time. The instinct to b athe 
hands and wrists, to go b arefoot 
In hot weather, to wade or treat 
the feet to cold water from the 
hydrant, all point to an instinc­ 
tive knowledge that reduction of 
the temperature of the fingers and 
toes will reduce the temperature 
of the whole b ody. 
Seasonab le Variation 
Scientists have also shown that 
there is a seasonab le variation in 
the capacity of the skin to react 
to heat. It is possib le to measure 
the time b etween applying an Im­ 
pulse to the automatic nervous 
system and the time when the 
capillary b lood vessels b egin to 
dilate. 
This period, which Is called the 
clearing time, b egins to lengthen 
progressively in the b ody, reaches 
a high level in Decemb er which is 
maintained until spring. This has 
b een proved In ob servation on the 
same individual year after year. 
This variation prob ab ly ex plains 
why we are so much more uncom­ 
fortab le in the late spring and 
early summer heat than we are 
later on in the summer; the b ody 
has not had an opportunity to ad­ 
just Itself so that rapid cooling 
reactions can occur. 
These ex periments, of courge, 
apply to those living continuously 
in a temperate climate with a wide 
variation the year around. I know 
of no sucl. ex periments, b ut I 
would like to see some on people 
who live the year around in a fair­ 
ly hot climate, and on those who 
regularly go to warm climates 
during the winter months.

This period, which Is called the 
clearing time, begins to lengthen 
progressively in the body, reaches 
a high level in December which is 
m aintained until spring. This has 
been proved In observation on the 
same individual year after year. 
This variation probably explains 
why we are so much more uncom­ 
fortable in the late spring and 
early sum mer heat than we are 
later on in the summer; the body 
bas not had an opportunity to ad­ 
just itself so that rapid cooling 
reactions can occur. 
These experiments, of course, 
apply to those living continuously 
in a tem perate climate with a wide 
variation the year around. I know 
of no sud.
